“Uncrr Remus” has been reprinted in 
London, the English publisher being 
Mr. David Bogue. The freshness and 
genuine humor of the book pleases Enug- 
lish readers, and it is the subject of 
many articles. Even the Saturday Re- 
view has along and favorable notice of 
the work. We give the concluding lines 
of that most savage and unsparing of 
_ literary journals: 
To sum up, the stories, as was said before, 
should effecta complete revolution in the general

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The Macon and Brunewien Extension. 
‘In the Macon Telegraph of a recent 
date is printed the report of an interview 
with Mr. R. T. Wilson, one of the owners 
of the Macon and Brunswick railroad. 
As some of our exchanges—particularly 
the Savannah News—have seen proper 
to invest Mr, Wilson’s remarks with 
some significance, it may be well to re- 
produce and examine what Mr. Wilson 
suys. The following statementto a re 
porter of the Telegraph includes the 
most interesting and suggestive of Mr. 
Wilson’s remarks. The reporter inquires 
what isto be done in the direction of 
building the Macon and Brunswick ex- 
_, tension from Macon to Atlanta, and Mr. 
Wilsof replies: 


+ We have not decided fully upon that matter 
There are many things operating to delay us. We 
went to work in good faith: surveys had been

Our Savannah contemporary then 

yoes on to argue that if the commission 

law is not repealed or greatly modified, 

the purchasers of the Macon and Bruns- 

wick road would infinitely prefer to pay 

over their forfeit money of a few thou- 

sands rather than expend tens of thou- 

sands in prosecuting a work which, when 

finished, will become amenable to the 

law of Georgia regulating railroads, and 

our contemporary regards the language 

used by Mr. Wilson in the extract which 

we have made, as “a practical illustration” 

of the truth of the position of the News, 

nainely, that while the law remains in 

force it must “ernsh out all future rail- 

“way enterprises in the state.” 

One not familiar with the facts wou!d 

gather from Mr. Wilson’s remarks that 

the state, in organizing the commission, 

and Judge Woods in rendering his dec's- 

idn, were guilty of bad faith toward the 

purchasers of the Maconand Bbruns- 

wick road. Thisis the substance of hie 

complaint. He went to work in “good 

‘faith,” surveys were made and routes 

were examined, when, lo, and behold! 
here comes the decision of Judge Woods 
eoncerning the legality of the commis- 
sion. Did Mr. Wilson suppose, when 
be purchased the road and signed the 
contract, that the courts would disestab- 
the Did _ he 
have any supposing 
that the board was 
a permanent institution? The ac} cre- 
ating the commission was approved by 
the governor and became a law on the 
14th of October, 1879. Four months after 
the law was in operation—on the 28th of 
February, 1880—Mr. Wilson and his col- 
leagues completed the- purchase of the 
Macon and Brunswick ‘ road and signed 
the contract which involves the comp!e- 
tion of the extension from Macon to At- 
lanta. Mr. Wilson made his purchase 
with hiseyes open. He knew that the 
commission had been established; he 
knew the nature of the law; he knew iis 
scope and purpose; he had no reason 
for supposing that the ccurts 
would declare the act illegal; and 
he knew, morever, that in aJl probability 
asuit on the repudiated bonds would be 
brought as soon as the road passed out 
of the hands of the state. All these mat- 
ters had been freely canvassed and dis- 
cussed before the legislature, and if Mr. 
\Vilson came into possession of the road 
in iguorance of well-known facts, it is not 
the fault ‘of the authorities of the state 
of Georgia. He was not compelled to buy 
the road; there was no law passed mak- 
ing it tle duty of the governor to seize 
Mr. Wilson by the coat-tails and compel 
him to take the property. It was offered 
at public outcry, to the. highest 
bidder, and Mr. Wilson had the right to 
buy or let it alone. : 

It will be nogreat hardship to the state 
if Mr, Wilson should choose to forfeit his 
contract, for it was and is the opinion of 
the best railroad men that the sale of 
the Macon and Brunswick at that partic- 
ular time was nothing more nor less than 
a sacrifice of the property. The improve- 
ments that have been made in the line 
have been paid fur wholly out of its 
earnings, but apart from these, the road 
is worth considerably more to day than 
when Mr. Wilson’s company bought it. 
Another trouble that seems to- worry 
and perplex the Macon and. Bruns- 
wick railroad company is the right of 
way into Atlanta. If we are not 
mistaken Mr. Wilson, or 
was a member ofthe Southern security 
company, and thiscompany owns a strip 
of land all around Atlanta—but, apart 
Brunswick know, or ought to know, that 
they can go into the courts and have so 
much of the right-of-way of the Georgia 
road as is notin use condemned to their 
own use, and come into Atlanta along- 
side that road. This isa question that 
has been tested time and again, and 
always with one result. 

But Mr. Wilson’s objections to the 
railroad commission, as well as the 
nervous predictions of our Savannah: 
cotemporary are purely imaginary. 
The Macon and Brunswick railroad 
Was never more prosperous than it has 
been under the fostering care of the 
commission; it was never more valuable 
than it is to<lay. With respect to the 
remarks of the Savannah News, which 
we have quoted above, it is only neces- 
esary to say that since the organization 
of the commission, railroad stocks have 
steadily increased in value, until, at 
present, the best of them mark the flo-d- 
time of prosperity, so far as the roads are 
concerned. There has never been a 
period in the history of the state where 
foreign capital was so eager to invest in 
Georgia railroads—there has never been 
a period when more foreign capital 
has sought and found invest- 
ment in railroad property = in 
Georgia. There haa never been a time 
when the Georgia railroads were more 
prosperous. More short lines and branch 
roads have been projected since the or- 
ganization of the commission than ever 
before, and those whose opinions are en- 
titled to weight say that the state is upon 
the threshold of a wonderful period of 
railway development. We challenge our 
Savannah contemporary to point outa 
single instance where the rules and de- 
cisions of the commission have worked 
injury to any railroad interest in the 
state; we invite it to compare the present 
condition of the railroads with their con- 
dition in any period in the past. The 
position of the News amounts to this— 
an assertion in one column that 
the commission prevents investment in 
railroad enterprises in Georgia, and the 
publication in another column that the 
New York capitalists are investing heav- 
ily in Georgia railroad stocks; but we 
would be glad to hear our contemporary 
come down to facts and figures and show 
us when and where the commission has 
injured any railroad interest in the state. 
In the meantime the pretence that the 
existence of the commission operates to 
prevent the building of the Macon and 
Brunswick road may be characterized as 
a wild-eyed variety of bosh. 
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Mr. GARFIELD still sympathizes with the 
Mahone bargain, but he sends no more 
tlowers.

The deadlock in the senate, and in republican 
politics generally, is about to be broken by the 
adoption of a pew programme by the president, 
under the di-ection of Secretary Blaine. The Star, 
being democratic, does not affect to be the official 
ergan ofa cabinet which we have opposed ever 
since Garficld conceived it; but all our predic 
tions in regard to the president have proven so 
accurate, that we may claim the implicit cre. 
dence of the country forthis revelationof his 
present intentions. 

We are given to understand, from authentic, 
sources, that, within a fortnight at most, if the 
deadlock be continued, Garfield will withdraw all 
the nominations now before the senate, thus 
leaving the senators with nothing to do and no 
excuse for prolonging their session. As soon as 
the senate adjourns. the president will make the 
appointments, and throw the enus of the 
s:ituation upon Conkling and the stalwarts, rely- 
ing upon the intrineic merit of his appointments 
and the explanations of bis triends to set him 
right with his party and the country. Theadvice 
and consent of the senate having been withheld 
from the president by the stalwart trick of gain- 
ing time by arguing about Mahone’s bargain and 
sale, Garfield feels justificd in taking this bold 
stand and acting tor himeelf. 

In order to carry out this programme, the pres- 
ident will promptly cease to send auy more 
nominations to e sedate, and the 
country will understand from this 
cessation that, unless the deadlock be immedi- 
ately broken by the republican senators them- 
‘selves, the remaining portion of the new policy 
will be enforced. We should not be surprised to 
see the president's message withdrawiog the 
nominations acco» panied by a plain statement 
that he has no further business to submit to the 
senate. The stalwarts will then be forced to take 
their choice between an adjournment or a 
perpetual sess.on, upon the plan of the French 
convention, to watch Garfield and prevent his 
appointments.

Hon. Amos T. Akerman, was born in Ports- 
mouth, New Hampshire, February, 23, 1821, and 
was graduated from Dartmouth enllege in 1842. 
From college, he weutto North Carolina, where 
he was ateacher for one year. The next three 
years, he taught at Richmond Virginia; from 
Richmond, he removed Peoria Illinois, where he 
coumenced the study of law, with H. O. Merri 
am. From Peoria hecame to Georgie, where he 
resided the remainder of his life. He taught 
school at Savannah two years, and continued his 

«gal studies in the office of Mr. Berrien, then one 
of he senators from Georgia. 

From Savannah he removed to Elberton, Ga, 
where, by integrity and application, he soon took 
his position in the front rank at the bar, and 
where by his uprightness and integrity he secured 
the respect and confideuce of the — ln 
poiitices Mr. Akerman was a southern whig while 
that party bad an existence. 

At the outbreak of the late war Mr. Akerman 
was a union :san, but after the confederate gov- 
ernment was organized he voluntanly entered 
the service in the sonthern nas where he 
remained about eighteen months. Mr. Akerman 
was a member of the reconstruction convention 
of 1865, and many of the wisest measure adopted 
by that body are due to him. 

He was a Grant elector in 1868. His political 
disabilities were removed in December, 1869, and 
socn thereafter he was appointed district attorney 
for Georgia and entered upon the duties of that 
office. In 1870 he was nominatedand confirmed 
attorney general of the United States. He served 
in this honorable position until Jannary, 1872. 

Itecan truly be said of Mr. Akerman that he 
fullfilled the duties of the higts positions to which 
he was called with ability and integrity. and no 
one has been found whocap or has said aught 
against bis official integrity, But in his private 
lifeas amemberof the bar we knew him best, 
and it is a pleasure to us to bear testimony to his 
professional ability and integrity. His private life 
was as unimpeachable as his pubhe career. He 
was a consistent and Cevoted member of the Pres- 
byterian church 

The subject of this briefand imperfect sketch 
departed this life on the 2ist day of December, 
Ps80, in the midst (as it seems tous who survive 
him)of his usefulness. In view of which we 
submit the following: 

Resolved, That in the death of Amos T. Aker- 
mai this bar is deprived of one of its ablest and 
most successful members; the couptry of one of 
its most useful citigens; the church of a conscien- 
tious and devoted member, and his family of a 
kind and loving husband and fatber.

Another Interesting Suggestion from 
Mr. Athinson. 

We have received the following from Mr. 
Edward Atkinson, and it explains itself: 

First—U pon one s‘de of the hill back of the 
exhibition, construct two ‘‘silos’’ or pits for the 
saving of green fodder, after the manner of ‘‘en- 
silage.’ One ofthese pits to be constructed of 
bricks, the ether to be a mere excavation in ihe 
clay ; ewch to be of the capacity of fifty tons. Into 
each of these pits place fifty tons of green corn- 
stalks and cow-peas mixed. Connected with the 
pits are to be two yards: in one of these yar*s to 
be placed as many sheep as will eat fifty tons of 
ensilage in the three months of Oct ber, Novem- 
ber aud December; in tbe other yard as many 
attle as will consume the other fifty tons. 

Proper sheds to be constructed and arragements 
made to mix with the ensilage the proper quan- 
tity of cotton seed meal. An exact account to be 
kept of the pits or silos, of the cost of making the 
fodder aud placingitin the silos; a record to be 
kept of the grain in weight and condition of the 
sheep and cows and ofthe milk yielded by the 


cow. 

Exact instructions for this work will be pre- 
pared by Dr. J. M. Bailey, the prophet of ensilsge, 
under whose directions the work may be dove. 
The whole expense need not exceed $500. 

Of the many lines of improvemcnt taat will be 
indicated during the exhibition, there will not 
be one more important than this.

FOREIGN FLASHES. 


The Tanisian Question—The Greek 
Frontier. 

Paris, April 11—Advices from Tripoli 

confirm the reports of the massacre of Col. 


Flattia’s expedition. Every Frenchman 
perished after courageous resistance 
against overwhelming odds. “Tunis advices 
represent that the Italian consul continue 
to urge the bey to resist the passage of the 
frontier by the French. 

Tunis, April 11.—A telegram from the 
French government to the bey states that 
the French troops will cross the frontier 
to chastise the Khoumis and reckon on the 
support of the hey’s troops, and that it wil! 
also be necessary for the French troops t& 


occupy the valley of the rive! 
Medj< rah, which almost bisects 
the regency. The bey has replied 
that he cannot consent to any such steps 


since he is both able and willing to repress 
disorders on his side of the frontier. He 
protests against the invasion of bis territory 
in violation of the treaty, and declares he 
cannot hold himself responsible for conse 
quences if the French persist in their ip 
tention. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 11.—The bey of 
Tunis has i.voked the protection of the 
porte against the French. 

A dispatch from Paris to Reuter’s tele- 
gram company says: Intelligence from 
Tunis states that the bey has decided to re- 
fuse to co-operate with the French troops, 
and is determined to act independently 
02 his own side of the 
frontier. The bey has sent a protest 
to the foreign consuls at Tunig, accusing 
France of violating his rights as well as 
these of the porte and friendly powers.

Tunisian waters. It is reported that the 
Turkish General Husseir, who is residing in 
Its y, and who is a declared enemy of 
Fr nce, has been invited to come wo Tuni-«.
